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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's request for filing CPA has been fully considered. Claims 1 , 4 and 5 
are amended, claims 18-21 are canceled, claims 22-41 are added, and thus claims 1-7, 
15-17 and 22-41 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 22-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is nof support in 
the specification for the limitation "printed image having regions of substantially parallel 
lines", therefore the limitation is considered as a new matter. 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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5. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 15, 16, 34-36 and 38-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Luce (US 5,464,681). 

Luce discloses a printed matter having a metallized paper substrate and an 
image is printed on one or both sides of the substrate. The mettalized paper provides a 
reflective appearance. (Col. 2, line 33; col. 4, line 39; and claim 1). Luce does not 
disclose the claimed height of the printed image. The experimental modification of this 
prior art in order to ascertain optimum operating conditions fails to render applicants' 
claims patentable in the absence of unexpected results. In re Alter, 105 USPQ 233. 
One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to adjust the height in order to 
optimize the visibility of the printed image from different view angle. A prima facie case 
of obviousness may be rebutted, however, where the results of the optimizing variable, 
which is known to be result-effective, are unexpectedly good. In re Boesch and Slaney, 
205 USPQ 215. 

The use of plastic substrate is well known, Luce prefers to use paper in order to 
reduce cost, and Luce teaches the use of metallized substrate in order to provide a 
reflective appearance. Luce teaches that paper substrate is advantageous, yet the 
plastic substrate is also known (see col. 1, line 35). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4, 7, 17, 37 and 41 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
